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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment received on January 24, 2007 has been entered into the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13, 15-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 13, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a range finder the 'a first image unit disposed in a position optically identical 
to the principal point of the projector unit' and 'a second image unit disposed in a position 
optically different from the position of the principal point of the projector unit' in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of claims 13, 16-25 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or " 
render obvious in a 3d image acquired method the particular acquiring step, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 15.

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments (Remarks filed January 24, 2007) with respect to the previous 
objection to the specification (see Remarks page 5) have been found persuasive.
